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ABSTRACT OF THE DISCLOSURE 

A modem architecture transmits and receives signals. The signals are 
encoded by mapping data to quantum probability states in a bit. Lossless 
encoding is achieved while reducing the size of the data within the system. An 
intelligent database is used to catalog, record and store the various data 
representations and to provide support for subsequent data encoding/decoding.
